Subtle Changes Taking Place 


“What helped me decide to run 
had to do with a little girl named 
Sonya Avina,” declared Arturo 
Avina, current CSUS student 
body president. Avina said that 
he had always been involved 
politically, but making life 
better for his young daughter 
carried a lot of weight. Avina 
was originally approached by a 
group of students who wished to 
see him run for president. His 
decision to run came aobut six 
months later. 

Election of Arturo Avina, 
president; Tanis Ybarra, 
vice-president; and Roberto 
Hernandez, senate chairman was 
a first for colleges in this 
country. It was the first time 
Chicanos have ever been elected 
to all three of these positions at 
the same time. 

Almost everytime I have heard 
a discussion about student 
government at CSUS, there has 
been some mention made of 
“Chicano power.” Avina said 
that he has also encountered this 
student concern, or even fear 
over Chicanos holding the top 
positions. In response to this 
concern, Avina said that they 
(Chicanos) “‘won’t do to others 
what has been done to them.” 


Minorities in general have 
benefited from our election,” 
Avina stated. He feels that there 
have been more equal 
opportunites for minorities on 
campus this year. He believes in 
“making the campus richer by 
recognizing its diversity.” 

Avina believes that subtle 
changes have been taking place 
while he has been in office, 
changes which will only become 
noticeable in the future. He says 
that attitudes on the part of the 
faculty have changed 
dramatically. There is more 
consideration toward students 
now. He says that the faculty is 
“Sactively encouraging 
participation for students in a 
meaningful kind of way.” 

‘“‘Not satisfied” are words 
Avina prefers to “apathy” in 
dealing with students’ attitudes 
toward student government. He 
feels that students are not 
satisfied, meaning certain very 
critical needs have not been 
fulfilled. 

He believes that a great deal of 
the dissatisfaction can be traced 
to the structure as a whole. For 
example: It is written that 
students will particpate in all 
different kinds of committees.

Avina says that the committeees 
are there, but students are being 
withheld information on some 
of them. Student opinions carry 
no weight. Avina_ stated, 
‘“*Students are but token 
members of some committees.” 

Arturo says that the Senate this 
year has worked on a 
distribution of funds, so that 
students’ money is directed in a 
way that would benefit the 
students. They have been 
attempting to reach as many 
students as possible in doing 
this. Money, for instance, has 
been allotted for sending some 
individuals to certain 
conventions. He feels that these 
conventions can be a learning 
experience - one students 
previously had not been able to 
utilize because of lack of funds. 
The Senate attempted to send 
individuals who would come 
back and distribute the 
information they had gathered 
for the good of others. 

I asked Avina what his possible 
advice to a successor might be. 
He wouldtell him to “trust 
himself, if he doesn’t trust what 
he is about personally, then 
maybe he ought to question why 
he wants this office.” 

Arturo Avina was born in 
Mexico. In the mid 40’s he came 
to California. He attended 
elementary school on 
Mexican-American Project 
funds. He went to college in 
Nevada on a basketball 
scholarship. Later he also played 
basketball, touring overseas 
while he was in the service. 

He worked as a teacher-trainer 
in the Headstart program at 
Fresno State. He came to 
Sacramento State two years ago 
seeking a degree, because he had 
the experience, but lacked that 
“piece of paper.” 

Avina came here with junior 
standing and graduated in one 
year with a B.A. in Ethnic 
Studies, maintaining a 4.0 
G.P.A. He mentioned this as a 
way of perhaps breaking 
stereotypes where minorities are 
concerned. He is now preparing 
to go for his doctorate degree in 
Educational Psychology.

The world is a ghetto and so is 


the San Francisco Zoo. Mr. Reg 
Rogers’ class in “Advanced 
Planning and Design” (ER 143) 
visited the zoo last Saturday to 
observe it like it is, so that they 
can more readily draw up 
proposals for how it ought to be 
The class’ objectives for the 
semester are to build an 8 x 8’ 
three dimentional model of the 
proposed improvements and to 
submit reports and proposals on 
specified aspects of the zoo. 
Each student is assigned an area 
of study (such as primates, 
rhinos, bicycle trail, etc.) and ts 
expected to do background 
research, to discover by visiting 
the zoo what the problems are in 
his area, and to come up with 
specific and workable proposals 
tor improvements 

Mr. Rogers says that the 
students are generally 
enthusiastic about the project 
There are 43 students enrolled in 


the class, 23 of which are 
working specifically on the zoo 
project. 

The exciting thing about the 
project is the very high 
probability that some, if not all, 
of the proposals will become an 
actuality. Witness the impressive 
backing of San Francisco 
personnel through whom funds 
and materials are being supplied 
for the building of the model 
Emmett W. O’Donnell, 
Superintendent of Parks; Ronald 
T. Reuther, Director of the San 
Francisco Zoo; and Joseph M 
Caverly, Manager of the 
Recreation and Parks 
Department. The model will cost 
a minimum of $3,000 to 
complete 

The first noticeable problems 
of the zoo can be seen before 
enteing the main gate. There is 
an amazing lack of signs leading 
to the zoo and the main gate 
itself is hardly recognizable as

Relatives of Vets

Wives, widows, and children of 
Vietnam veterans are eligible for 
new educational opportunities 
The October raise in G. I. Bill 
allowances also removed several 
restrictions on types of 
education that can be funded by 
these allowances. Wives, widows, 
and children can attend foreign 
institutions and still receive 
benefits. Two hundred widows 
and | 400 children are expected 
to study overseas under the 
program this year 

Wives and widows can also 
finish high school or take 
correspondence courses with 
financial help from the V.A 
When in full-time training they 
receive $220 a month from the 
V.A. and lesser amounts for 
part-time. On-the-job training is 


available for allied health 
personnel, motel managers, 
plumbers, welders and other 


jobs, paid for totally or in part 
by V.A. funding. 

Children of totally disabled 
veterans can be assisted to 
attend colleges and universities 
at age 18. Handicapped children 
or totally disabled veterans can 
receive special vocational or 
restorative courses as early as age 
14. 

Wives and widows who need 
basic courses to meet 
requirements for enrollment can 
take general educational, 
remedial, or refresher courses 
without reducing the basic 
entitlement. These benefits may 
apply to women whose husbands 
were killed or totally disabled in

Joan Wilson, Assistant 
Professor in the History 
Department at CSUS, began her 
life in Butte, Montana, went on 
through Cornell University in 
Ithaca, New York and the 
University of Strasbourg in 
France, from there she went to 
Berkeley, California, and finally 
here to Sacramentc 

As perhaps is fitting to an 
historian whose education and 
travels have been trans-Atlantic 
in scope, her field of 
interest is twentieth century 
foreign relations 

This past December, she 
attended the convention of the 
American Historical Association 
meeting in New Orleans, where 
she received a Chnistinas gift 
from her fellow historians. She 
had been named co-winner of 
the Stuart Bernath Award of the 
For Historians of 
American Foreign Relations 


special 


Society 


Ms. Wilson was named 
cO-winner of the award. 
presented each year to the 
author of the best work on 
American diplomacy published 
in that year, for her authorship 
of a book entitled “American 
Business and Foreign Policy 


1920-1933.” 

The book, a revised version of 
her doctoral dissertation which 
placed second in the 1967 
Frederick Jackson Turner Award 
competition, was published by 
the University of Kentucky 
Press, and was well received by 
historians throughout the 
country. The 1920s, she noted, 
“has been...condemned largely 
because it ended in depression, 
and the foreign policy of the 
period has been ignored, or 
simply written off as 
isolationist."” But her study, she 
believes, shows “the relevancy of 
that period for later foreign 
policy developments in the 
Thirties, the Forties, and even in 
the Cold War period.” 

The early Republican 
administrations in the Twenties, 
she observed, were “not quite 
sure of what role the United 
States should play after the First 
World War.’ The policies these 
men -- most prominent among 
them Secretary of Commerce 
Herbert Hoover, who 
elected President himself in 
1928 - formulated were at least 
in part an ‘attempt to 
restructure American foreign 
policy to meet what they really 
believed to be new world 
conditions You can see them 
in some instances acting very 
internationally, 
world-minded, and on 
occasions they...act in a 
nationalistic, narrow  fashion.”’ 
For this dualism in American 
foreign policy of the period, Ms 
Wilson coined the phrase 
“independent internationalism” 
Our foreign were 
strongly influenced by 
competing business interests in 
the United States, with

Prof. Wilson edited a book of 
readings on the Twenties which 
was published by Little, Brown 
and Company in 1971, and will 
shortly have her second 
historical work published by the 
same company. It is a study of 
Herbert Hoover entitled 
Forgotten Progressive: The 
Foreign and Domestic Policies of 
Herbert Clark Hoover. She is 
also currently negotiating with 
college presses 
publication of a study on 
American Soviet diplomatic 
relations from the 1920s to the 
early 1930s called Ideology and 
Economics.

Concerning the trade 
agreement signed last 
between the United States and 
the Soviet Union, Prof. Wilson 
noted that it could represent 
**symbolic coming-together oi 
two major industrial nations”, 
one from the capitalist West and 
the other from the socialist East, 
the ‘non-Western’ world. The 
major industrial nations, 
whether socialist or capitalist, 
are “beginning to increasingly 
trade more and more with one 
another, and you're having a 
block or coalescence of the 
major industrial nations forming 
to the exclusion of the 
underdeveloped nations 

This trend toward increasing 
trade among the ‘highly 
industrialized and 
technologically oriented’’ 
industrial nations is following a 
direction unlike that projected 
in the “Marxist theory for how 
economic development was 
supposed to take place in this 


year 


century that you were going 
to have the major industrial 
nations ever increasingly 
exploiting underdeveloped 
nations for their natural 
resources so that they could 
continue their industrial 


development.” 

“What has in truth happened is 
that while that exploitation has 
taken place, the major nations 
have become so highly 
industrialized and 
technologically oriented that in 
some instances they can and 
have replaced their demands for 
raw materials from 
underdeveloped countries with 
synthetic products that they can 
make themselves.”” 

“What this agreement could 
represent is that now the 
non-Western nations are being 
brought into the industrialized 
block, which is not a very 
optimistic or favorable 
development for the future of 
the living in the 
underdeveloped nations 

In addition to her studies of 
twentieth century foreign 


peoples 


relations, Prof. Wilson has also 
written a number of articles, 
both theoretical and historical, 
on the general theme of women 
and society. On the theoretical 
level she wrote an essay entitled 
“Toward a Theory of Feminist 
Humanism’’, in which she 
attempted to “build a case for 
establishing a definition of 
feminist humanism ... by looking 
at the so-called conditioned 
characteristics of women over 
the centuries as they come down 
to us through literature or 
philosophy or history and 
recognizing that while these are 
conditioned characterisitics 

something women have adjusted 


to because of their socio - 
economic condition ; to 
devise a philosophy of 


humanism that stresses those 
so-called feminine 
characteristics, and hopefully 
to subordinate some of the more 
traditionally accepted male 
characteristics of American 
society and of Western society in 
general.” 

Prot. Wilson has already had 
published, or will soon have 


published, two articles on 
women in American history 
One of the articles, entitled 
“The Decline of the Force of 


Women in American History”, 
will appear in Betty Chmaj’s new 
book Images and Myths. The 
other article, a straightforward 
historical account about colonial 
women scientists called 
“Dancing Dogs of the Colonial 
Period: Colonial Women 
Scientists”, appeared in the 
Winter 1972 issue of the journal 
Early American Literature. 

The unusual title of the article 
on colonial women scientists, 
she explained, was derived from 
an anecdote told about Samuel 
Johnson and his biographer 
friend Boswell. ‘‘Boswell 
apparently one day reported to 
Johnson that he had just come 
from hearing a Quaker woman 
preach a service, and reportedly 

Johnson replied that what was 
unusual about that was that 
women preachers were like 
dancing dogs; it wasn’t that they 
did what they did so well, but 
you were amazed that they did 
it at all.” 

‘‘In many respects,” Prof. 
Wilson contends in her article, 
“that’s how these leading 
women colonial scientists were 
treated.’ She notes that their 
male colleagues, while praising 
their work, did so with an “‘air 
of incredulity,” amazed that a 
woman could even be a scientist 
at all, so that their praise was 
“always somewhat lessened 
much less ...honest in one 
respect simply because they 
were doing it out of a sense of 
amazement rather than out of a 
sense of genuine appreciation.” 

The emergence of these 
colonial women scientists points 
up, Prof. Wilson explained, the 
somewhat “unique” situation 
that existed for certain middle 
and upper middle class women 
in this pre - Revolutionary War 
period. One writer has called it 
the potency of 
daughterhood’ ”

When the Sacramento Bee 
announced recently that the 
Atomic Energy Commission is 
going to hold safety hearings on 
the Rancho Seco experiemental 
Nuclear Power Plant, they 
quoted SMUD attorney David 
Kaplan as saying “...it’s certainly 
right and proper that the plans 
should be reviewed by the 
AEC.” 

One might get the impression 
‘hat Mr. Kaplan welcomed the 
nearing - unless they had been 
following what Kaplan tells the 
Atomic Energy Commission, as 
well as what he teils the Bee 

Kaplan has consistently told 
the AEC that the citizen 
intervenors petition for public 
hearings should be denied. In 
some instances, he has not even 
argued that Rancho is safe - only 
that the petitioners should be 
denied a hearing on that point 
because of AEC technicalities 

In one instance, the intervenors 
argued that it was immoral to 
commit future generations to a 
legacy of constantly guarding 
the huge amounts of radioactive 
waste left over from the 
operation of nuclear plants,

The Atomic Energy 
Commission has announced that 
it will hold public hearings on 
the Rancho Seco Nuclear Power 
Plant, 25 miles from 
Sacramento, in response to legal 
petitions filed by eight 
Sacramento citizens. 

A pre-hearing conference will 
be heid Thursday, March 15, 
starting at 9:30 am. in room 
3410 of the Federal Building, 
650 Capitol Mali. The 
conference will be a meeting of 
SMUD, the AEC, and the eight 
citizen intervenors, to discuss 
the issues. 

One of the intervenors stated 
that they expect SMUD to

deny the intervenors the right to 
bring up the safety issues at the 
hearing. She stated that 
they have been surprised at the

This is the journey that 
Norman Jordan took us on in his 
poetry reading last Monday. But 
he did not stop there; he went 
on until he reached “Om.” 

Yes, Norman’s poems are 
poems of a black man, but they 
are also poems of a human being 
reaching into the “IS” of all 
human beings. 

Destination: Ashes, his second 
book of poetry, from which he 
read extensively, takes the 
reader, the listener, through 
Norman’s growth of 
consciousness during the years 
1963-1970. In this collection of 
poems: “I drew a map of my 
journeys...” 


In 1963: “I have abandoned 


my past.’’ From there he 
gradually develops his black 
consciousness. And in 1970 he 
has become acquainted with 
“liquid creation.” 

“Above Karman” is the poem 
from which Mr. Jordan 
constructed a play while a 
play wright-in-residence at the 
Karamu Theatre in Cleveland. 
He is using the same poem as the 
basis for the script he is now 
working on in Los Angeles. “In 
the last days ali things become 
what they were... peace becomes 
peace.” 

Norman became interested in 
writing due to the influence of a 
tutor while he was recovering 
from rheumatic fever as a child. 
He began writing at the age of 
nin and, although it is hard to 
believe after seeing some of his 
work, has only a ninth grade 
education.

“Because ot the scarcity of 
labor in general,” Prof. Wilson 
explained, “but also simply 
because of the harshness of life 
and the unpredictability of who 
would live and who would not 
live in a family in colonial times, 
women especiaily in these 
middle and upper middle class 
homes were often educated to 
inherit land, were educated to 
take over the business ... simply 
because the fathers were forced 
by necessity to pay more 
attention to their female heirs, 
because they might indeed end 
up inheriting what was there 
because the boys might die 
“In one sense,” Prof. Wilson 
explained,‘the colonial period is 

probably the best period for 
American women from that time 
to the present, because they 
were needed, and consequently 
their status rose to the degree 
that they were both needed 
economically, and needed in

terms of procreation (they 
were) an integral part of the 
economic end of the family 
With greater population and 
more prosperity the position 
of women correspondingly 
declined.” 

Ms. Wilson added that she 
would like to do a major study, 
assuming she can find beth the 
time and the funding, of the 
impact of the American 
revolution on American women. 
Her starting point: a “strong 
Suspicion,’ based on her 
“personal experience” from the 
1960s, that ‘‘male radicals” or 
male reformers, whether 
American revolutionists, 
Jeffersonian Democrais, or 
Populists of the 1890 or 1960 
variety, “do not treat their 
female colleagues in their reform 
movements or revolutionary 
attempts at all fairly or equally -- 
that it is revolution now and the 
women’s issue Jater.”’
